Trie letter must indicate the differences between the claims as filed and the claims as amended. It must in 
particular, indicate, in connection with each claim appearing in the international application (it being understood 
that identical indications concerning several claims may be grouped),whether 

(i) the claim is unchanged; 

(»i) the claim is cancelled; 

(iii) the claim is new; 

(iv) the claim replaoes one or more claims as filed; 

(v) the claim is the result of the division of a claim as filed.

The statement will be published with the international application and the amended claims. 
It must be In the language In which the International apppfication Is to be published. 

It must be brief, not exceeding 500 words if in English or if translated into English. 

It should not be confused with and does not replace the letter indicating the differences between the claims 
as '"ed and as amended. It must be filed on a separate sheet and must be identified as such by a heading 
preferably by using the words "Statement under Article 1 9(1 ).' 

It may not contain any disparaging comments on the international search report or the relevance of citations 
contained in that report. Reference to citations, relevant to a given claim, contained in the international search 
report may be made only in connection with an amendment of that claim. 

Consequence If a demand for International preliminary examination has already been filed 

If, at the time of filing any amendments under Article 1 9, a demand for international preliminary examination 
t£^£ Y !T" ^"J* 0 ?

Consequence with regard to translation of the International application tor entry Into the national phase 

Tlie applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that, where upon entry into the national phase, a translation of the 
claims aa amended under Article 19 may have to be furnished to the designated/elected Offices, instead of, or 
in addition to, the translation of the claims as filed.
